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1. The attached sketch shows the airfield and the railway station at Bodenhagen.

2. The runway area on the Bodenhagen airfield is 700 to 800 meters long and 200 
"bo 300 meters "wide. The runways are not cemented or asphalted, but are maca- 
damized withcrushed stone base end a gravel suface, rolled very hard. The 
a3.rfie.id , the fuel depot, and the barracks are surrounded by barbed wire. 

3. There is a bomb dump in the forest southeast of the airfield above. The bombs 
ajbored here are .about 4 meters long and 60 centimeters in diameter, and, accord- 
^ resemble aerial torpedoes. 
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
